WASHINGTON, July 27 —SENATE. —

TACOMA (Wash.,) July 27.—A train 
with 600 negro cal miners, bound for 
the Roslyn mines, is expected to arrive 
here in a week or ten days. In May 600 
white miners at the Roslyn mines, which 


fused to accept a reduction of about 20 
per cent. in wages, and quit work. The

A MENACE TO HEALTH. 


A Large Pool of Stagnant Water Out on 
West First Street. 

At the request of the Board of Public 

Works Chief Moriarty investigated yester- 

day to see whether certain stagnant water 

can be pumped away with a fire engine. 

The water in question is in a pool on the 


The pool is irregular in form, but bas 
a length of about 150 feet and an average 
width of not far from fifty feet. It has 
an average depth of several feet. The fill 
appeared to be about 


peculiar one, 

and it may be quite difficult to devise a 
scheme to get the water away. Seeing that 
probably no fire engine can be got down 
near the water, Chief Moriarty started out 
to see whether it is feasible to pump the 
water away with an engine standing on the 
top of the bank. 

By measurement the distance was found 
to be fifty-one feet, the perpendicniar be- 
ing thirty-six feet from the surface of the 
water. As the pressure of the atmosphere 
will force water in a vacuum to a height 
of only about thitty-two feet, and then 
only when am abediute vacuum can be 
maintained, there seems to be no chance of 
‘pumping the water away with a fire en- 

no. 
ee OO is a culvert about three feet in 
diameter and about four feet above the 
water, running through from the north to 
the south side of the fill. If some light en- 
gine can be placed near the water, it is 
possible that, by using a hose 
do che culvert the removal of the water 
may be effected. 

The pool is a collection of storm water, 
and is considered a serious menace to 
health. There is only one house near it, 
but it is stated there has recenitly been a 
case of typhaid fever in the neighborhood, 
and it is thought the stagnant water had 
something to do with it. .

‘DEBS’S DYING EFFORT. 


he last expiring effort of Autocrat 
Debs fs to call a convention of the A. R. U., 
to meet in Chicago on the 2d of next 
month. Debs says the convention will de- 
cide upon the question of continuing to 
extend or break off the strike. This is 
absurd and ridiculous. The strike is al- 
ready broken off, And Mr. Debs knows it 
very well indeed. The convention is more 
probably for the purpose of ascertaining 
whether there are still enough fools in 
this country to follcw the leadership of 
Debs after the experience of the past 
month. We doubt very much whether he 
will find enough followers to keep up the 
ghost of an organization. In this connec- 
tion we note that ne disclaims having any- 
thing to do with the American Labor 
Union, which was recently formed in Chi- 
cago, so that it appears that this is a 
rival organization. There were too many 
good pickings in the A.R.U. in the shape 
of tat salaries, etc., for the other labor 
„Jeaders“ to let Mr. Debs and his gang 
eg such a soft thing all to himself for 
a long time. It looks, therefore, as if 
we might expect to see quite an interest- 
ing rumpus between these worthies, who 
seek to control the workingmen of the 
United States for their own purposes.

LIABILITY IN ASSESSMENT ORDERS. 


The enormous increase which has taken 
place in the past few years in the ranks 
of the mutual benefit societies gives much 
importance to any decision regarding the 
duties, privileges or responsibilities of 
members in such societies, 

It is generally supposed that in mutual 
benefit organizations liability for assess- 
ments ceases with the forfeiture of mem- 
bership, but a recent decision of the Su- 
preme Court of Missouri holds to the con- 
trary. This decision, which .was rendered 
by Special Judge Alexander Martin, was. 


| given in the insurance case Of the super- 


intendent and receiver of the Masonic 
Mutual Benefit Society of Missouri, versus 
Barney, a former member of the asso-| 
ciation. Shortly before the receiver took 
charge the directors levied assessments 
against the defendant amounting to $140.80, 
to pay accumulated’ death losses, and these 
he refused to pay, on the plea that by 
the terms of his certificate he had the op- 


‘| tion of forfeiting his rights under it by 


declining to pay assessments, and that 
such forfeiture left the association without 
any right to collect them. Suit was 
brought before a justice of the peace and 
judgment was rendered against the de- 
fendant.- The case was then appealed to 
the Circuit Court, judgment given for the 
plaintiff, and again appealed by the de- 
fendant to the Supreme Court, which con- 
firmed the decision of the lower tribunal, 
The Judge’s ruling is interesting in ‘the 
fact that it trdces in understandable lan- 
guage the connection of the modern frater- 
nal beneficiary organization with the 
friendly benefit societies of England, and 


} convincingly shows that a member of a 


mutual benefit society enters into a con- 
tract with all the other members which 
cannot be terminated at his own volition. 
But the main point is covered in the clos- 
ing sentences of the opinion, in which 
Judge Martin says: 

„The declaration that the certificate, 
after forfeiture, shall be null and void, 
relates to its future, not to its past effect. 
Now it appeared 
the appellant was in full possession of all 
the rights of r at the date of 
these assessments, and that he continued 
to hold them up to the instant of forfeiture 
by his failure to pay such assessments. If 
he had died after the assessments against 
him and before his failure to pay them 
his children would have been entitled to 
the promised benefits of the certificate. 
Having, during all that time, had the ben- 
efits of the certificate upon consideration | 


that he could pay his assessment, he is 


not in a position to withhold the considera- 
tion by refusing to keep his obligation. I 
am not prepared to prove the startling 

proposition that the appellant should have 


the privilege of paying or withholding at 


| his pleasure the consideration promised 
for carrying a risk after the risk had been 
‘carried. I do not consider this contract 
unilateral in the sense of relieving the 
-assured from liability for insurance car- 
ried and consideration earned. No uni- 
lateral contract has ever been permitted 
to accomplish such an unjust result.

It is stated that hat the House Commit- 


tee on Pacific Railroads will presént its 
minority report in a few days against 
the funding measure reported by the 
majority of the committee. These frail- 
roads owe the United States an enor- 
mous amount of money—a great deal more 


than they are worth—and many people |. 


who do not entirely approve of govern- 
ment ownership or control of railroads 
think that it would be a good idea for 
Uncle Sam to take these two lines and 
run them as an experiment. This would 
give a great transcontinentad route from 
Omaha to San Francisco, and it would 
be a fair test of what the government 
could do in this line. It has been sug- 
gested that it would not be necessary 
for the government to operate the roads 
as they are operated at present by the 
various companies, or to go into all the 
details necessary in carrying passengers 
and freight, but that it could permit any 
company or firm, or even a private individ- 
ual, to run their traing over the on 
payment of certain charges, just as 


| are at present run over toll roads. In this 
way a firm which does a very large amount 
fruit-shipping | 


of shipping—say a big 
firm—could put on its own trains, and in 
this way we might be able to settle the 
question as to what it really costs to 
haul freight, a point upon which there has 
always been a great divergence of opinion 
between the railroad companies and ship- 


8 transportation companies | 


could be formed, which would own their 
rolling stock and carry freight at such 
rates as would yield them a good profit, 
competing with each other. 

These are some of the theories. The 
last-named plan would involve a good 
many complications and might not be prac- 
ticable, but it is one which is being dis- 


cussed among @ good many others. There

while I had reached my conclusions by 

grass in lowlands grows luxuriantly, 
6 on dry uplands it grows from 
Aghteen to twenty-eight inches; also, 
where it is cut down by frost in winter 
it springs up in the spring and is smaller 
in size.

The. analysis of the grass ‘showed self- 
sustaining properties in excess of alfalfa. 
This grass should be planted on our dry 
2 and hillsides during a rainy win- 
ter. When once established drought will 
not affect #t. The large door-yard plants 
can be subdivided into many small roots 
about three inches in diameter. A deep 
hole should be dug and the roots placed 
the same as in tree planting—and given 
water. This industry, if fostered, will be 
most valuable to California—wiith forage, 
rope-making, paper-making—and I am now 
experimenting on another use that will 
make the plant still more valuable. 

In every part of the United States this 
plant may be grow™. The roots are very 
long and of such a nature that people 
could subsist upon bear made therefrom. 
I consider every plant in California of 
great value to the State. It would be well 
to begin by setting a row around a pas- 
ture fence, inside, where horses can have 
free access to it. The grass may be cut 
for hay and cured the same as any’ other 
hay. It can then be cut fine with a ma- 
chine for cows. 

The flavor of pampas grass is like tim- 
othy, and horses are very fond of it. 
The Agricultural Department, in its award 
to me, reports favorably upon both entries. 
The present plume market is limited to 
Europe. Our Californians at home do 
many things te hinder its general use. 

In my pampas palace (sole 
memorial to Queen Isabella in Jackson 
Park) stood from April to made 
inside amd out of pampas, with no danger 
of fire to itself or the California building, 
. largely decorated with pampas. The 
Mississippi exhibit in. the Agricultural 
building had pampas plumes, yet none be- 
sides mine received award.

— of the danger from fire. In Chi- 
cago pampas even in ‘horses’ heads“ on 
parade wes at first considered 3 
to life and property. This fear is greatly 
intensified when you consider that cotton 
bunting, a and canton flannel are 
reproof. ut then, these are bought at 
stores, sty pampas is only grown by 
the poor, deluded toilers or cultivators of. 
the soil. It will be a grand day for our 
country when agriculture and horticulture 
will be elevated to respectability, or even 
to an equality with trade.“ Not so now. 
The pampas grass deserves better treat- 
ment at home, where we cultivate beauty 
and utility. The golden orange and gol- 
den poppy grow side by side, yet this 
king of grasses—monarch of all—is seen 
with his crown of gold and his throne of 
green. 
Farm Life. 
(Edgar L. Vincent in the Farmers’ Home 
Journal:) There is some danger that 
farmers will become so’ intent on making 
their lands pay a money return that they 
wilt lose sight of much that is beautiful 
in country life.

Shipping Strawberries East. 

A carioad of FYorin strawberries were 
shipped last week to the East. Speaking 
of this shipment G. H. Appel, agent for 
the Fruit Transportation Company, said: 
“This is the beginning of regular and 
extensive shipments of Florin strawberries 
to Eastern points, should the market 
there warrant its continuance. I see no 
reason why California strawberries should 
not meet with the same favor that other 
fruits from here receive, There has been 
a large increase in the acreage of straw- 
berry cufture, and should the Eastern de- 
mand for the berries prove satisfactory 
that industry will certainly grow to large 
proportions. The Florin growers ce 
berries of excellent quality, and their long 
experience in the business has taught 
them how to pack the berries for shipment. 
I feel quite hopeful of this new branch

_ Ripening of Fruit. 
“There is nothing more wonderful than 
the change which occurs in fruit during its 
growth and period of ripening,’” says Dr. 
G. C. Caldwell of Cornell University in Cole- 
man's Rural World. 
steps in its growth. At finet the fruit acts 
very much like a leaf, taking up carbonic 
acid and giving out oxygen as the leaves 
do; but it is all the time helped by the 
leaves. In ripening it ceases working for 
itself and reverses its action, taking up 
oxygen and giving off carbonic acid. The 
fruit flavors are acquired in ripening; of 
them, or what goes to produce them, we 
know littie.. 
There is another ‘change—that of acids 
to suger; this occurs mostly after growth 
ceases. In some fruits, however, consid- 
erable change occurs at the same time that 
the size is rapidly increasing. In. grapes 
the. acid decrenses constantly in propor- 
— to the sugar; it is thought it does 
turn into sugar, but that the sugar 
＋ brought in by growth from the leaves. 
“There are two periods of ripening—one 
on the tree, the . other afterward; some 
— entirely on the plant, others grow 
better after picking. Raspberries, straw- 
berries and blackberries gain to a certain 
extent after picking; the grape never 
ripens after picking, but remains in the 
same condition it was when picked, except 
that evaporation may remove a conwidera- 
ble portion of water. The pear is always 
better if picked a few days — it would 
naturally drop from the tree. The apple 
follows a middle course, partly ripening in 
the fruithouse or cellar. 
“After fruit is fully ripe we wish to 
keep it for use either fresh, dried or pre- 
served. The ferments become active in 
ripening ‘and continue their. work arwe 
ward. There are minute fungous 
that spring from spores floating in the 
air. Plucked fruyis are essentially dead 
matter, and thus are Hable to attacks 
from the destructive bacteria of fungous 


Artesian- well Irrigation in Kern 
County. 

(George A. Raymond in Pacific Rural 
Press:) In your issue of April 7, in an 
article on “Irrigation in Kern County,” 
you speak of flowing wells of a capacity 
for irrigating 1000 acres. This is a little 
overdrawn, still the net truth is good 
enough. The largest wells in the county 
are in this district (Miramonte) and cover 
an area of perhaps 20,000 to 30,000 acres— 
hardly more. The largest well runs about 
4,000,000 gallons daily. The next about 
3,500,000, and several others from 3,000,000 
down to 1,500,000. Few people can be 
convinced that wheat can he succ2ssfully 
grown by irrigation, and especially by the 
water from an artesian well. Our actual 
experience in this direction, this exces- 
sively dry winter, may be both of interest 
and value. 

On section 7 of the Marimonte Colony 
are 330 acres of wheat, irrigated thor- 
oughly from a single well. This land was 
sown very light for grain—sown thirty- 
five pounds to the acre—but will be cut 
for hay, as the high prices unas will” 
make a larger return than would grain at 
present low prices. 

The yield will not run over 300 tons, 
about, on account of the thin sowing. 
The land was new, never having been 
cleared even, and dead dry. So, with this 
and the lack of aid from rains, probably 
the same water in another year would ir- 
rigate 500 acres. Total rainfall this sea 
son, 2.70 inches. 

On section 17 is mother well of the 
same capacity, which is irrigating 340 
acres of grain, besides about 100 acres of 
trees and alfalfa, and doing it thoroughly, 
too. The grain will run from one to four 
tons to the acre, according as it was sown 
and cared for. 

One piece of wheat hay has just been 
cut and stacked, and runs four tons to 
the acre. It was sown thickly for hay, 
however, thoroughly put in and cared for 
since, showing as ye gow 60 shall ye 
reap. 

Now, so soon as we get our hay all off, 
say in four weeks or so, we will seed a 
large portion of this land to E 

corn and sorghum, which with our water 
supply will make a sure crop for the sum- 
mer. 

It goes to my heart to see seople, as I 
do almost daily, driven from their homes 
east and west of us, by the dry year, and, 
with families, scouring the country seeking 
for work—hard to find—and to look abroad 
at the same time on thousands of acres 
of land, on all of which water in abund- 
ance can be cheaply had at a total cost, 
for land and perpetual free water supply, 
of less than a mere water-right and a 
year’s rent would come to in other parts 
of the State. It seems incredible that in 
the heart of this State a country could 
exist where crops are beyond the possi- 
bility of a failure in any year and hardly 
1 per cent. of the land being utilized, yet 
such is the sad fact.

Thinning Fruit. 

(Sutter Farmer) There is no set rule 
for thinning, as che work varies according 
to soil, climate, variety or age of trees. 
The judgment of the grower must deter- 
mine how much fruit to leave on of take 
off. In this locality the peach is the prin- 
cipal fruit thinned, although come work 
is now being done on apricots. . 

Thinning must be done systematioally 
and with good judgment. Go to a tree, 
look at it and estimate what it should bear, 
then thin accordingly. If the tree is over 
loaded up to the time of the hardening ot 
the pit the season’s life of the treé 
is gone, and the pulp will grow but little; 
The thinning should be done before this 
period. A good idea is to thin as much 
as one dares, then send some disinterested 
party inte the orchard with or ders 10 take 
off one-half of what is left. Thin from 
six to eight inches. No limb to bear more 
than it can’ carry. On rich, moist: soil 
fruit will grow larger, and needs more 
room on the limb.
